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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's request for reconsideration has 
been carefully reviewed and is not persuasive for the following reasons: The examiner refers to MPEP 2123 and 2144 that states that an 
entire reference cited Is considered relevant to the rejection and not just the cited sections. Further the Examiner refers to 2111. and other 
sections, that guide the Examiner to not read limitations from the specification into the claims. Turning to the arguments, It appears the 
applicant has substantially argues the same points as presented in the previous submission filed 04/30/2007, Page 7, Top) and therefore 
the Examiner incorporates the response sent 07/27/2007 into this response. In summary, the examiner interprets the teachings of 
Hinegardner as providing two action sequences; The first sequence moves/copies the file into the queue and the second moves/copies 
the file from the queue to its permanent location , as taught by the invention, are shown in column 4, lines 1-1 1 and column 5, lines 30-45. 
The first sequence is one action point and click. The point and click interval can be set to any desired interval the user desires (see 
column 4. lines 5-7). Which can include, an Infinite number of settings that can be seconds, minutes or hours. The system is designed to 
work with two action sequences and each sequence Is comprised of a number of steps however result in a single click and press. 
Hinegrardner teaches that the user can perform other functions prior to completing the second action sequence (See column 6, lines es 
10-32). Therefore, the Examiner interprets a sequence of steps as follows: the user can set the internal from the pasting the file into the 
queue at zero seconds for the first action sequence and that would satisfy the pasting at an interval set by the user. The second action 
sequence would also have a user set Interval and the user can set the interval to several minutes and wait before performing the operation 
and do other tasks and the return to perform the second action sequence, which would imply a time period or interval embedded between 
the second and third process as well. To be clear the claims recite pasting before an interval Is greater and if the interval Is zero seconds 
the paste would happen instantaneously and without delay and therefore would happen before the counter was greater then the interval. 
The second limitation displays the data in the menu after the predetermined period has expires and the user in performing the second 
action sequence can see the items in the queue (See column 8, lines 20-30) prior to performing the second action sequence to move and 
then perform the sequence which would be after the first interval In the first action sequence and the second interval in the second action 
sequence. . 
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
